Editorial 



BACK TO SCHOOL. 



This is the testing time fur many n 
boy and girl. The lure of wage;., the 
desire to go out into the world and do 
something, impatience with the slow 
grind of class work, the necessity of 
contributing to the family income — all 
these are motives that are working 
powers at this time of year on boys anil 
girls. Fortunately Narberth is not as 
hard hit as many localities, but even in 
this up-to-date, progressive town there 
are boys and girls being deprived of an 
education. 

To a large extent the boys and girh 
have this problem in their own hands. 
For the most part they must settle it 
themselves. We can only hope that 
most of them can be made to see that 
for themselves, and for the community 
the wise thing to do is to use Youth's 
Golden Hour to give everybody all the 
education possible. 

One or two positive things the school 
can do is to help the boy and girl malco 
the right decision. One is to make the 
Narberth school as attractive as possi- 
ble. The prerequisite is a good faculty 
— teachers of marked ability, with big 
souls. Wo think we have a right to 
boast of this. Our Board has retained 
its strong faculty of last year, and is 
paying reasonable salaries. The other 
thing that every school should do is 
to help the boy and girl to decide to 
remain in school by giving educational 
opportunities of every sort, regardless 
of -Whether the opportunities sought aro 
the "regular things" or not. Many a 
boy saved to the school by a good prac- 



tical course in manual training or tin- 
kering will profit by many other things 
that the school has to offer, and will 
continue his education. 

The average parent can help by dis- 
carding the idea iie is far likely to 
hold that "what was good enough foi 
me and my father is good enough for 
my boy.'' It isn't. The world moves. 
The parent who nowadays deliberately 
lets his child leave school is practically 
condemning him to a life of failure. 
The fact that a few emerge without 
education must not blind us to the fact 
that there are thousands of young men 
and women who have the finest natural 
qualities and never can rise because of 
lack of education. Some of this the 
youth can be told, that we are soon 
coming to the point in this country, if 
we are not already there, when the boy 
and girl without at least a High School 
education will bo hopelessly handicap- 
ped. 

Certainly every boy and girl in Nar- 
berth should have as a minimum a High 
School education. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Citizens interested in keeping up the 
reputation of Narberth as a wide-awake, 
beautiful and homeliko town, might bo 
interested in the following: 

The billboards and several store win- 
dows of this borough usually — I might 
say invariably — carry notices long sinco 
obsolete. Even the post office is not 
altogether free from this anachronism. 
Such a thing might bo expected in a 
"one-horse" village or oven in tho 
cheerless tenement section of a big 
city. But for a live community like 
Narberth to continue to advertize meet- 
ings held long ago, is simply ridicu- 
lous! 

Every resident ought to appoint him- 
self or herself a committee of one to 
remove these relics of antiquity. 

The only exception should be posters 
containing information of current value 
in addition to tho obsolete notices ot 
events, such as those advertising Ihe 
American Legion. It would be better, 
however, if these posters also were de- 
stroyed and replaced by up-to-date ones. 

Little things go a long way toward 
increasing or decreasing a community's 
self-respect, and visitors always notice

of " fuzzy -mindedness " in this town 
is the common practice of throwing 
waste paper on the avenues or side- 
walks. 

Commissioner Charles Humphreys, 1 
am sure, would bear witness to the 
fact that the two squares or so from 
the post office in any direction arc fre- 
quently littered with remnants of mail 
discarded by careless individuals. Ann 
this, too, despite the tireless efforts of 
our efficient street cleaners.

I have heard much from time 
to time concerning plans for a memorial 
to the service men of Narberth. but it 
appears to be as vague as a mid-sum- 
mer's dream in November. Can anyone 
enlighten me on this subject?
